1 . SHCHERBAKOV HAS ALSO SPOKEN BY TELEPHONE TO RABBI 
SCHNEIER ABOUT CEMETERY, GIVING HIM MUCH THE SAME STORY 
(BUT WITH A SOMEWHAT MORE OPTIMISTIC TONE) AS HE GAVE 
EMBASSY. SHCHERBAKOV PROMISED TO CALL SCHNEIER AGAIN WHEN 
HE HAS MORE COMPLETE PICTURE OE SITUATION. IN THE MEANTIME 
SOVEMBASSY COUNSELOR ISAKOV HAS APPOINTMENT TO SEE SCHNEIER 
ON MAY 1 1 TO TALK ABOUT CEMETERY AND OTHER MATTERS, AND 
SCHNEIER WILL INEORM US IE HE LEARNS OF ANY NEW DEVELOPMENTS 
AT THAT TIME. 

2. RABBI SCHNEIER HAS ALSO BEEN TOLD BY SHCHERBAKOV THAT 
TITOV PASSED AWAY ABOUT THREE WEEKS AGO ALTER A HEART ATTACK 
AND THAT (ENU) MAKHARTSEV, WHO EORMERLY HELD TITOV'S POSI- 
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TION, WILL TAKE HIS PLACE, AT LEAST TEMPORARILY. EYI 
MAKHARTSEV IS SAID TO BE MUCH LESS ELEXIBLE AND HELPFUL THAN
